Scien ce Has Proved That Writer's 
Imagin ation HacF Firm Foun ­ 
d ation of Truth. 


Jules Vern e, out of the In exhaust­ 
ible resources of a boun d less Imagi­ 
n ation , pain ted word pictures of fan ­ 
tastic an d seemin gly Impossible ln \*en - 
tlon s, submarin es, airships an d others, 
but the world has lived to see most 
of then i come true. 
An American writer, d urin g the 
World war, wrote a fiction story for 
a weekly magazin e in which lie d e­ 
scribed a submarin e trapped by un d er­ 
water steel chain s, bein g saved by a 
d iver who slipped through a hatchway 
an d cut the chain s with an oxy-acety- 
len e torch.. 
An en gin eer in the un d erwriters* lab­ 
oratories at Chicago read the stor>’ 
an d set out to fin d whether a torch 
could be d eveloped to burn un d er 
water. 
Tod ay, ,as a result, British 
d eep-sea d ivers are tryin g to cut up 
the salvage ships sun k d urin g tfie war 
by burn in g their steel plates apart 
far ben eath the ocean surface. 
En gin eers at the laboratory, learn ­ 
in g of the En glish use of tlie torch, 
have just revealed their experimen tal 
work, d on s five years ago. 
An o x yg en an d acetylen e torch con ­ 
tain s in Itself all the elemen ts n eces­ 
sary for combustion un d er water, or 
an y place else. The on ly problem was 
to fin d some method of d lsperrin g the 
watOT b^ween the flames an d the 
metal to be cut In ord er that the 
6,000 d egrea Fahren lielt temperature 
of tha torch might ba brought In to 
play. 
Tha problam was fin ally aotfofi by 


ad d in g a third tan k, con tain in g com­ 
pressed air, to the equipmen t, an d sur­ 
roun d in g tlie torch head with a larger 
metal tube. 
In use un d er water, the 
blast of afr jiassed througli the large 
tube an d forced tlie water back, mak­ 
in g way for the flame. 
A small experimen tal set was built, 
an d a strip of win d ow screen wire 
placed in a tub of water for the ex­ 
perimen t. The flame burn ed through 
the metal without d iflicult.v. 
The parad ox of flame un d er water, 
while startlin g to the iin ln ltiate. Is n ot 
hard to prod uce. 
An y in flammable 
substan ce which con tain s In itself suf­ 
ficien t ovygen to keep combustion 
goin g will bum, even though Immersed 
in the elemen t which is supposed to 
extin guish fire.

Today, as a result, British 
deep-sea (livers are trying to cut up 
the salvage ships sunk during the w ar 
by burning their steel plates apart 
far beneath the ocean surface. 
Engineers at the laboratory, learn­ 
ing of the English use of the torch, 
have Just revealed their experimental 
work, done five years ago. 
An oxygen and acetylene torch con­ 
tains in Itself all the elements neces­ 
sary for combustion under water, or 
any place else. The only problem was 


adding a third tank, containing com­ 
pressed air, to the equipment, and sur­ 
rounding the torch head with a larger 
metal tube. 
In use under water, the 
blast of air passed through the large 
tube and forced the water back, mak­ 
ing way for the flame. 
A small experimental set was built, 
and a strip of window screen wire 
placed In a tub of water for the ex­ 
periment. 
The flame burned through 
the metal without difficulty. 
The paradox of flame under water, 
while startling to the uninitinte, Is not 
hard to produce.

anything may happen—excepting al­ 
ways the usual and expected. 
But the fame of 19 24 is secure, even 
if nothing out of the ordinary does 
happen. It will go down to history as 
the first year since 1582 in which prac­ 
tically all of the civilized world k ept 
the same time. 
In short, 19 24 sees abandonment of 
the Julian calendar by the Eastern 
Orthodox Christians and their adop­ 
tion of the Gregorian calendar. This 
means that the whole civilized world, 
with the exception of about eight mil­ 
lion Uniates, is marching in step be­ 
hind old Father Time with his hour 
glass and scythe. 
How long this synchronism, coinci­ 
dence, simultaneousness, concurrence, 
isochronism, or whatever you prefer to 
call it, may last nobody can tell. 
There are half a dozen movements un­ 
der way to tink er further with the 
Gregorian 
calendar. 
Some 
one 
of 
them is lik ely to produce an improved 
calendar. Then part of the world will 
adopt the improved calendar and the 
rest of the world will straggle along 
behind as usual. 
Yes; 19 24 tak es quite a fall out of 
Caius Julius Caesar, though it has tak en 
nearly two thousand years to bring it 
about. It was Just about two thou­ 
sand years ago that the hero of “Veni, 
vidi, vici,” “Et tu Brute” and “Omnia 
Gallia” became seriously annoyed over 
the fact that the calendar of imperial 
Rome and her world-wide dominions 
w’as just ninety days ahead of the sun. 
Joshua commanded the sun to stand 
still, and it obeyed him, but Caesar 
was altogether too clever to think he 
could mak e it hustle. 
So he simply 
gave out the w’ord for the world to 
use the same date for ninety days and 
let the sun catch up. Which the 
world did and the sun did. Then 
Caesar, to k eep the sun right on its 
job, proclaimed leap year and Febru­ 
ary 29 every once in four years. 
The old 
Roman calendar which 
Caesar doctored up had 365 days and 
wassupposed to have bet n established 
by Romulus, the legendary founder and 
first k ing of Rome. And Caesar made 
the mistak e of not doing the job him­ 
self. 
Instead, he turned it over to 
Sosigenes of Alexandria, a Greek as­ 
tronomer and mathematician. 
And 
Sosigenes slightly bungled the job, for 
the sun and his calendar didn’t exactly 
jibe, and by 1582 the sun was ten days 
ahead. 
It was In that year that Ugo Buon- 
compagno, k nown to fame as Pope 
Gregory XIII, took the Julian calen­ 
dar in hand for another doctoring. 
And Pope Gregory did not do the job 
himself, either.. lie set to work Luigi 
Lilio Ghiraldi, an astronomer and phy­ 
sician of Naples. lie got sun and cal­ 
endar work ing together, or nearly so. 
He died and another mathematician, 
one Clavus, work ed out the necessary 
calculations for the verification. The 
calculations were published hi 1603 in 
a volume of 800 pages, authorized by 
Pope Gregory. And that is the Gre­ 
gorian calendar In use today. 
The Gregorian calendar, however, 
was not adopted by all the world all 
at o nce. October 5 became October 
15 in Spain, Portugal, and France. 
The Roman Catholic states of Ger­ 
many adopted It the next year, but in 
o ther German states and the Scandi­ 
nav ian co untries it was not accepted 
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until 1700. Popular opinion In Eng­ 
land prevented its adoption there until 
1752, by act of English parliament. 
The American colonies, of course, set 
their calendars ahead at the same time. 
All of the original thirteen had been 
established. This was eight years before 
the conquest of Canada by the British 
and the accession of George III. War 
was already in the air and George 
Washington had been commanded by 
Governor Dinwiddie of Virginia to go 
to the Ohio valley and order out the 
French 
pioneers. George 
was only 
twenty years of age, so lie promptly 
changed his birthday from February 
11 to February 22. This afterdating 
of one’s birth was, however, forbidden 
in England by a law prescribing that 
all births and deaths prior to Septem­ 
ber 2, 1752, should be dated accord­ 
ing to the Julian calendar. But the 
practical effect was—anJ is—that for 
nearly a fortnight there is a hiatus in 
history. 
Between George ‘Washington’s time 
and the World war only two countries 
of importance adopted the reformed 
calendar, Japan and China, the latter 
changing over from its lunar calendar 
of 354 days in 19 11, upon the organiza­ 
tion of the republic. Incidentally, the 
Gregorian year of 19 24 corresponds 
w ith the year 2584 of the Japanese era 
and with the year 4621 of the Chinese 
era. Turk ey adopted the “New Style” 
in 19 17. 
The Soviet government in 
Russia soon followed and Rumania 
made the change In 19 19 . 
But the Balk ans have proved a hard 
nut to crack . 
It took a gathering of 
the Eastern Orthodox Christians from 
all over eastern Europe last spring in 
a 
Pan-Orthodox 
congress to 
bring 
about 
the change. 
These Eastern 
Orthodox Christians form wliat is often 
called the Greek church. They them­ 
selves use the name “Holy Oriental 
Orthodox Catholic Apostolic church.” 
Its members number about 105,000,000. 
They do not ack nowledge the su­ 
premacy of the pope. 
The split be­ 
tween the Latin and Greek churches 
occurred at the division of the Roman 
empire. 
And even then the Eastern Orthodox 
Christians accepted the Gregorian cal­ 
endar with “reservations.” 
Professor 
Trpk ovic, a Serbian astronomer, has

This committee will have as 
chairman a noted French astronomer 
and other members will be appointed 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, the 
Holy See and the Ecumenical Patri­ 
arch. 
What reforms will be recommended 
by this committee can only be guessed. 
It Is k nown, however, that for both 
commercial and ecclesiastical reasons 
the suggestion has been made that 
Easter be made a fixed Instead of a 
movable holiday. 
This committee will also. It is re­ 
ported, consider a radical plan jtf re­ 
form which is understood to have been 
devised in the United States.

plan divides the year into thirteen 
months of four week s each, with one 
extra Saturday or Sunday added at the 
end of the year. 
This would cause 
fixed holidays to fall on the same day 
of the week year after year.

the date is largely guesswork , the cal­ 
endar soon took a prominent place in 
the business of getting daily bread. 
Egypt was peculiarly interested in the 
bread question because in ancient times 
it fed the world and fo- that reason 
was Mistress of the Woyld. 
Every 
hour of every day had to be utilized 
in the growing of crops on the fertile 
lands irrigated hv the annual inunda­ 
tion of the Nile. Therefore the spring­ 
time planting had to be on schedule 
time. So the wise men of the day first 
planted a pole and measured the length 
of its shadow when the sun crossed 
the meridian. 
And out of those first 
poles grew the building of the pyra­ 
mids, each an improvement over the 
last in accuracy as a sun dial— 5,0 0 0 
years ago.

take kindly to their religions, so they 
object to celebrating the feast days of 
their church simultaneously with these 
same neighbors. There are some eight 
millions of these Uniates, it is esti­ 
mated, including half a million in the 
United States. 
W ith the omission of February 29 
in the year 2000, the Gregorian cal­ 
endar may keep good time, for all the 
average man knows—or indeed any­ 
body but the astronomers and nth 
degree mathematicians.

age man knows that tile calendar could 
be made more convenient.

TURNS CORN INTO SUGAR 


Converting c*orn into sugar is the 
accomplishment of Dr. H. C. Gore of 
the bureau of chemistry of Uncle Sam’s 
Iiepartinent of Agriculture.

Some farmers grow legumes pri­ 
marily for the purpose of improving 
their soil, while others grow legumes 


Prevent Mold in Silage 
by Piling Up in Center 


If silage is kept fairly level in tile 
silo at the time of filling and is heaped 
up iii the center when the silo is full 
very little spoilage will result. 
H o w ­ 
ever, if two or three bushels of oats 
are run through the ensilage cutter 
and blown into the silo at the very 
last they will germinate and form a 
green mat and preserve for the most 
part all of the silage. The principle 
involved is a simple one: the matted 
oats serve to exclude the air and thus 
preserve the silage. 


Place to Store Carrots. 


Carrots must he stored in a cool, 
moist atmosphere, at a temperature 
just a little above freezing, in order 
to prevent loss. 
Cellar storage may 
he used, but vegetables keep better in 
pit storage than in cellar storage.

Iron Cross Dates From 1813. 
The iron cross is a Prussian order 
of merit instituted by Frederick Wil­ 
liam III of Prussia, March IO, 1813. as 
a rev’a rd for bravery during the “War 
of Liberation” against France, says 
the Detroit News. 
The decoration is 
a maltese cross of iron, edged with sil­ 
ver, and worn around the neck or in 
the buttonhole. 
This order was re­ 
vived by William I, king of Prussia, 
July 19, 1870, on the eve of the Fran­ 
co-German war, and w’as bestowed by 
him on his son, the crown prince, for 
his victory *>f Wissembourg, 


Twenty-one years ago an experi­ 
ment in corn breeding was started at 
the University of Illinois in order to 
learn to what extent the height of ear 
might be influenced by continuous sys­ 
tematic seed selection. 
For the pur­ 
pose an ordinary variety was taken 
and a few ears found growing rela­ 
tively high on the stalk were chosen 
as the foundation of a high-ear strain. 
At the same time another lot of ears 
that hung low on the stalk was select­ 
ed f o r n low-ear strain. 
Planting these # \o lots of ears In 
separate breeding plots and continuing 
the seed selection each year for high 
ears and for low ears respectively, 
has resulted in the gradual evolution 
of two distinct strains, L. H. Smith 
of the College of Agriculture relates. 
Measurements which have just been 
taken on the twenty-first crop show 
the high ears hanging thai yeh.r at an 
.aerage of 105 inches from the ground 
while the low ears are only 13 inches. 
A storm in July caused gr«?at de­ 


struction in the high-ear field and 
many stalks are broken or down, but 
the low-ear plants all stand erect. The 
low ears are always several 
days 
earlier in maturity than the high ears 
and the yield of grain is decidedly su­ 
perior. 
This experiment stands sis a most 
striking example of the wonderful 
control in the hands of the breeder 
for modifying the habits of growth in 
the corn plant.
